Also as part of the RARS/fest activities this year there will be an initiation into the Royal 
Order of the Wouff Hong on Friday after the dinner. So, if you are an ARRL member who has 
yet to be initiated into this ancient order, be sure to put that on your calendar. 

Also coming up in March is one of my favorite operating events, the Novice Rig Roundup. 
If you have your old crystal controlled novice rig you will get extra points for using it in this 
week long contest. You can use any radio you want, or multiple radios, so apply the high voltage 
to your 6L6, spot your crystal and call CQ NRR in the old novice sub band and see who you 
meet. 

Speaking of our “novice days”, The RARS Technician Licensing Course starts on 3 March 
and we have again filled all 20 seats! This shows how much interest there is in becoming a ham 
radio operator today. People who say our hobby is dying need to attend one of our classes. We 
offer two or three of these classes per year and every time they fill to capacity with minimal effort 
on our part to advertise the classes. Our classes are not designed to “teach you how to pass the 
test”. They are designed to teach you what you need to know to become a safe and effective ama- 
teur radio operator. Once you know that, then you can easily pass the test, and actually get on the 
air and know what you are doing. We provide 20 hours of classroom instruction and a hands on 
demonstration day. This year the students will be encouraged to attend RARSfes¢‘s new ham fo- 
rum as part of their instruction as well. Additionally, we match each student up with an Elmer at 
the conclusion of the class and encourage the students to participate in our New Ham’s meeting 
every month before the general membership meeting. We do not currently teach CW classes but 
we do encourage any student who wants to learn CW to sign up for the CWOps CW Academy 
program which is a free online CW class, and several of the new hams do! This class we are of- 
fering an additional tool. We have videotaped each of the classes and are posting those videos on 
the internet. That way if a student misses one of the classes she or he can watch the video of the 
class and not miss out on the instruction. Or, if a student just wants to hear something a second 
time, the video can be helpful. Also, if a person does not live in Raleigh or does not want to wait 
until our next class, they could watch all of the videos then find a VE testing session and take 
their test at any time. Many thanks to Curt W4CP for teaching our classes, Mike WA4BPJ for 
designing our curriculum and to Tara W4TSW for videotaping and posting the videos on line. 
Thanks also to Tad KA2DEW for organizing our Elmering effort and for every RARS member
